AN ANCIENT IRONWORKS., 

When I was recently on holiday 
at a place called, by. the railway 
company, Taynuilt, which is a 
few miles east of Oban, I found 
in the hotel an old map, which 
showed the location of some iron 
works. ..1 made enquiry, and was 
told that ‘remnants ‘of these iron 
works were still in existence, so 


‘TT visited them, 


It appears that these iron 
Works were located upon Loch 
Etive at the village which, at 
that time, was called “Bonawe.” 
They were erected there because 
there were considerable forests 
and a large number of charcoal- 
byrning pits; where charcoal was 


-burnt. and prepared for the fur- 


naces. The ore, I understand, 
was brought by ship from Cum- 
berlund. ‘The blast furnace is in 
the form of a square building, 
but the furnace itself is circular, 
inereasing in diameter as it ‘des- 
cends from the chimney to the 
bottom where ‘the outlet is. 

The ironwork over: the mouth 
of the opening has cast on it the 
letters “Bonaw 1763." At the 


side of the blast fu is the 
‘Jold water wheel,wtHich I_ suppose 
worked the blowers. 


The site 
was chosen so that the furnace is 
built at the top of'a rather sharp 
declivity,-and the arrangement is 
such that there was no lifting or 
hoisting, except, the, original 
bringing up from the edge of the 
loch to the upper ground by road. 

I understand a good deal of the’ 
material which was used in the 
Napoleonic wars, .was produced 
at this furnace, and there is a 
monolith shaft erected on a hill 
near the furnace which bears a 
board stating that it is erected by 
the workmen of “Bonaw” furnace 
to the memory of Nelson. This 


‘wag, I believe, the first memorial 


erected to this admiral._—A Cor- 
respondent in “Engineering.”

IRON AND STEEL TRADE. 


It was reported in mail week that 
conditions’ in the iron and ateel 
markets havo shown some improve- 
ment of late, and this was reflect- 
ed in a lorgor attendance at tho 
weekly meeting of the Lon- 
don Iron - and.

[It was stated that, although the 
vaual autumn expansion in trade {5 
hot yet apparent, most of the Bri- 
Heh firms report that they havo's 
good -tonnage of work on thelr 
books. The position as regards 
pig-iron has {mproved, and, als 
though consumers are still inclined 
to Hmit their contracts to small 
quantittes, tho buying has been 
sufficient to materially reduce the 
stocks in tho preducera’ hands, 
‘British’ steel makers continue to 
maintain the prices, which have 
been in force for nome time - past, 
and have bencfited both by an im- 
provement in the demand for 
structural material and increased 
activity in the shipyards. ‘In the 
cage of the latter, thoy have beon 
helped by tho advance in prices 
quoted by the German producers of 
this class of steel. There has been 
some buying of Continental! finish- 
ed ated] matetlil) particularly for 
overseas ,; marketa,-;and in‘ this 
department Conti al prices ap- 
pear to be fairly well maintained, 
Competition ‘amongst the : British 
and also’ ‘tha Continental steel 
makers in tho export department 1!) 
atill keen for any orders that come 
into the market.—Engineering.

ALLEGATIONS AGAINST CAPITALISTS. 
, : Shanghai, Nov. 4. 

The committe appointed by the 
local Japanese millowners’ associn- 
tion to Investigate and report on the 
advisability of curtailing opera- 
tions, met again at 1 p.m. yester- 
day, at the Japanese Club, when it 
was unanimously decided to oppose 
curtailment, because for the pre- 
sent the milla are not experiencing 
much difficulty in. disposing -of 
their outputs. 7 | 

MedicIng Shop Raided. 

At about 3 p.m. yesterday, about 
800 Chinese. employees of a num- 
ber of Chinese dispensaries went 
to the Liu Shou Dong medicine 
shop, outside the West Gate, and 
amashed everything om the .pre- 
mises. They also attempted to as- 
sault the proprietor, but were pre- 
vented "from doing #0 by Chinese 
police. The latter arrested 35 per- 
sons who had participated in the 
disturbance. These prisoners are 
detuined at the headquarters of the 
Shanghai Public Safety, Bureau at 
the Great East Gate. It is believed 
that the disturbance resulted from 
indignation which ja felt towards’ 


. [the proprietor of the medicine shop, 


who failed to grant concessions 
which the employers and em- 
ployees agreed upon in April. 
Filature Workers Strike, 
About 1,000 workers, employed 
in the Ching Chong silk filature 


struck work at lL pm. ‘yesterday, 
as 2 protest against the watchman 
refusing. to allow the juvenile 
workers to leave the mill during 
working hours to purchase food. 
These workers resumed this 
morning, after the management had, 
agreed to make the following con- 
cessions: ‘ 
1.—That any worker be allowed to 


,|leave the mill, but he must produce 
9th|a permit from the factory manage- 


ment, and that ‘these permits be 
given to all employes; all em- 
ployees to apply for them at the 
office. “ : : 

2,—That 75 per cent, of one day’s 
wages be issued to all workers for 
November 3, the day on which work 
was stopped.

‘OBITUARY. 


FORMER COMMODORE IN 
HONG KONG.. 

f oe —~. . ah wo 
ADMIRAL SIR F. POWELL. 


The death has taken place at 
Home-of Admiral Sir Francis 
Powell who from 1899 to 1902 
was Commodore in charge-of the 
Royal Naval Dockyard and Naval 
establishments in ‘Hong Kong, 
Sir Francis, prior to his: servic 
on the China station, had see 
service in command of the cruiser 
“Phoebe” on the Cape and West 
Coast station where he had taken 
part in several actions which 
earned him the distinction of C.B. 

Sir Francis was in Hong Kong 
during the Boxér risings. The 
establishments under his control 
were kept working at high pres- 
sure in consequence of these, dis- 
turbances and as Commodore he 
stimulated energy and contribut- 
ed largely to the maintenance of 


_|the fleet during the operations in 


the North. For this valuable 
service he was created K.C.M.G. 
on his ‘return and was awarded a 
good service pension. 

Sir Francis was promoted to 
Rear-Admira] in - January 1903, 
but was not employed in any com- 
mand afloat, and retired as Vice- 
Admiral in February,.1907, He 
was promoted to Admiral on the 
retired list in April 1911. 


_ FIREMAN KILLED. 
VERDICT AND RIDER AT THE 
. INQUEST, 


’ oun 
JURY’S RECOMMENDATION. 
“In connection with an’ inquest 
held on a Chinese fireman who was 
killed by a fall while at drill, Major 
C. Willson, Coroner, and a jury yes- 
terday afternoon visited the’ scene 
of the accident at the Central Fire 
Station, where they witnessed a de- 
monstration of the actual operation 
which resulted in the ‘fireman's fatal 
all. : ' 
The inquiry was then resumed at 
the Central Magistracy when evi- 
dence was ‘given showing that, dur- 
ing the-exéreise, the fireman slid 
through the air on a life-line from 
the upper floor of the building. He 
was then secured to an aer‘al rope 
by a hook-belt, By some means— 
presumed ta be due to. a sudden 
twist of the body—the rope was 
displaced, causing it to slide through 
the tongue clip of the hook, He’ 
then became detached from the rope 
and dropped ta the ground, being 

killed instantaneously. 

The jury returned | a. verdict of 
“accidental death” and ‘found that 
no one was to blame. They added 
a rider that it was advisable to’'fix 
a safety catch to the belt, and re- 
commended that ‘compensation be 
made to the family of the deceased.

JURISDICTION ‘LAW. 


‘RELATIONS OF FOREIGNERS 
~"” AND CHINESE, - 


AN IMPORTANT POINT. 


. A case Involving a question of 
Jurisdiction - and having an im- 
portant bearing on the relation of 
foreigners and Chinese ‘in Shanghal 
was heard by Judge John C. H. Wu 
in the Shanghat Proyistonal Court 
t Thursday (says the “N.C. Daily 
ews") when Elof. Hansson sued 
Mrs, ¥. C. Cheng and others in 
connection with a piece’ of Iand near 
Li Yuen Road, West Gate, Nantao, 
Plaintiff was represented by Mr. 
H. D. Rodger, and Mr. L. C, Yang 
appeared for the defence. | 
Plaintift's ‘petition showed’ that, 
on August 6, 1924, the deceased hus- 
band of the first -defondant con- 
veyed and transforred to the Strom- 
wall Trading Co. the land in pay- 
ment, for Tl. 15,000 worth of “B" 
shares of the said company's stock, 
which he had purchased. On July 
19, 1927, the Stromwall Trading 
Co. mortgaged the land to plaintiff 
as security for tho payment of Tla, 
15,800, When ‘plaintiff later: in- 
vestigated the legal title of the 
land, he found that four bflla of 
sale were missing. Demands. were 
made on defendants for the pay- 
ment of Tis. 15,800 in cash or the 
misalng documents, but defendants 
failed to’ meet the demands. 
Plaintiff, the petition continued, 
was entitled to foreclose on the 
land to realise it in cash for pay- 
ment'of the sum mentioned, and 
80 he prayed for an order that the: 
land be sold by private sale, or auc- 
tion, or for the payment of ‘Tis. 
15,800, ete. ne 
; The Defence, 
Defendants denfed the allegations 
in toto, and said that plaintiff. had 
no right to interfere: in the case. 
In their . answer, they stated that 
jthey had been living for the past 
, five years and were still ying out- 
j8ide the Settlement limits. The 
,land in dispute was also situated 
joutalde the Settlement. Deceased’ it 
was atated, subscribed for Tis, 
116,000 “B” shores in the Strom- 
wall Trading Co. and the deeds 
‘for the and were deposited with 
the company. No mortgage deed 
Was executed by deceased: °Plain- 
,tiff had no right to accept the 
alleged . mortgage, nor did the 
{Stromwall Trading Co. have" any 
right to ‘mortgage the property. 
"Deferidants further alleged: . that 
deceased and one Ling Siu-liang 
‘established the Stromwall Trading 
Co. with a capital of Tis, 80,000 as 
‘a limited Hability company, and 
deceased was elected chairman of 
the board of directors. Upon his 
death, the board of directors,’ at 
defendants’ request, entrusted the 
;deeds to Ling Siu-liang, and all the 
members signed a document to that 
effect, After all. the foreign 
managers went home, the manage- 
ment was turned over to Ling, dur- 


‘ting whose administration for a year 


there had heen mismanagement 
and misconduct, Three months be- 
fore the expiration of the agree- 
ment, defendants notified the com- 
pany of their’ withdrawal and ask- 


fed for an accounting. A report was 


received by them in: which it Was 
stated that there had been a loss 
of Tis, 69,000 or more. ' In view of 
this, the answer continued, “it 
clearly appears that Ling Siu-Hang 
Planned to defraud the: defendants 
and fraudulently secured -foreign 
‘assistance, and the plaintiff, In con- 
junction with Ling, merely abused 
his extraterritorial ‘rights to op- 
press a widow and an orphan.” 


Civil Law Quoted, | 

The following reasons were then 
given in the answer:—~ 

‘1, Art. 14 of ‘the.Chinese Civil 
\Procedure: provides that actions 
|must be brought before’ the Court 
‘of tho general forum of the: de- 
fendant, unless an exclusive juris- 
‘diction ‘ig provided by law. The 
general forum of a person is 
determined by his residence. -Art. 
26 of the same law provides that 
actions concerning real rights, in 
immovables or concerning partition 
,or boundaries of’ immovables shall 
be within the exclusive jurisdiction 
of the ‘court of the place where 
such immovables are situate, In 
(view of the above, this, Court has 
| no jurisdiction over the action. 

_ 2. According. to the law, , no 
conveyance, transfer or mortgage 
of immovables. is valid unless 
there is a deed. No mortgages of 
deeds relating to ‘real properties are 
valid without. the written’ consent 
or ratification of the mortgagors. 


As defendants in this action have |: 
_|mever executed: any’ written -mort- 
| gage or deeds ef whatsoever nature, 


the ‘plaintiff's actidn is baseless.

Tha 
Shanghai’ District Court’ “had 
jurladiction in this case. Could a- 
mixed case bo brought to the atten- 
tion of this (the Provisional) Court 
when defendants resided outside tho 
Settlement? Did the treaties be- 
tween China and Sweden state that 
Chinese residing outside the Settle. 
ment could be brought to the 
Provisional Court? -If a Chinese 
who. resided outside the Settlement 
could be. sued in’ this Court, then 
this Court had jurisdiction over any 
Chinese anywhere in China, 


There ! 


was no treaty between China. and 
Sweden by which a Chinese ‘could 
be brought before the Provisional 
Court. Experience showcd that, in 
cases where a foreigner sued a man 
in the Diatrict Court and a Consul 
with extraterritorial rights . asked 
for leave to send an official to watch 
the case, such requests always had 
been.refused. In real estate trans. 
actions, a man must be sued before 
the Court of a forum, ie., where the 
land was, and the land in dispute 
was outside the Settlement. A 
Swedish subject could’ not own pro- 
perty in the {nterlor. . . 

: Mr: Rodger’s Repy. ° y 

Mr. Rodger, in reply, said that 
the rules. of the agreement for tho 
‘rendition of the Mixed Court stated 
that the following cases came with- 
in the jurisdiction: of the Shanghai 
Provisional Court:— : 

1, Mixed-criminal cnses arising 
on foreign vessels within harbour 
limits. ‘ 

2, Mixed criminal cases arising 
on foreign property, including 
Municipal roads outside the ‘}imits 
of the Settlement, but within tho 
districts of Shanghai and . Pao- 
ghan......  - 

8, Mixed civil cases arising in. 
the surrounding areas within the | 
diatricts‘ of Shanghai and Paoshan, 

Jn the first place, sald Mr. 
Rodger, plaintiff was not- asking 
that the property be handed over 
to a Swedish subject, but merely 
for an order that the property be 
sold and that plaintiff be pald 
Tie, 15,300.. Plaintiff had all 
documents of title. He had also 
written authorisations from  de- 
fendants to transfer the property, 
and ‘this could not be repudiated, 
The regulations, under which the 
Mixed Court was handed back. did 
not relate to nifxed cases concerning 
personal property only.

specified.in the rendition agreement, 
After’ hearing’ counsel at length, 
Judge Wu_ overruled defendants’ 
objection tothe Court's jurisdiction 
and Mr. Yang asked for a written 
opinion, as he wished to lodge an

The cnse for the’ Crown having 
been cloged in the morning, the de- 
fence was opened in the afternoon, | § 
when Mr. Leo d’Almada, jun., in- 
structed by Mr. Leo d’Almada, sen., 
who appeared for the fourth -ac- 
cused, addresaed the Magistrate 
and briefly outlined. his defence. 


Dealing with some of what he; 


called thetsalient facts of the case 
as they had come out in evidence, 
Mr. d’Almida said that the first 
fact. he wished to Lring to his Wor- 
ship’s natice was.that the “Irene” 
was a Chinese ship, sailing under 
Chinese flag, and carrying a Chi- 
nese erew and Chinese passengers. 
Also, she was bound from one Chi- 
nese port to another Chinese port. 
His second point was that the fir- 
ing on the “Irene” and the arrest 
of the alleged pirates took place 
withig Chinese territorial waters. 
Proceeding to give his view of 
yo, international Inw with regard 
jurisdiction in territorial 
waters, and: international law swith 
regard to piracy, .Mr. d'Almada 
said ‘that it had for a long time 
been generally known that a State 
has dominion and jurisdiction over 
a certain portion of.. the water 
washing its coast.. The question 
of this portion had varied from 
time to lime, but it had for some 
considerable period been settled at 
one marine league, or three miles. 

Coming to the question of piracyr 
Mr. d’Almadn: said that this being 

_ han offence agaifst all countries, it 
tit is, ag a rule, triable and punish- 
able everywhere. » To . this rule, 
however, there is the one exception 
namely, the act of piracy as an 
offence againat the municipal law 
of a particular State. 

Applying this point to the ‘case 
before the Court, they got this:

-I_had no alternative 
but to obey: Even the European 
officers obeyed, therefore, 
could I, n mere passenger, disobey 
them? I was forced to -nct as ny 
pirate, and I may add that this was: 
against my will, I have been in 
foreign: -employ for 26 years, most- 
ly on English ‘vessels. As late ag 
last year I was on an English ves- 
sel, I picked up a knowledge of 
English in the engine room. I did 
not learn English to become a 
pirate, 

Mr. Lindsell: What is the good 
of talking nonsense, People don’t 
learn English to become pirates, 

Continuing, the second accused 
glaimed that he had been falsely 
accused, and ended. up by thanking 
his Worship for patiently writing 
down his statement. 

The third acused’s statement was 
similar to No. 1’ He ‘also claim- 
ed that he had been compelled by 
the pirates to work, He added 
that all the pirates were Southern- 
ers, and therefare the Northerners 
atthe identification parades called 
everv Southerner o pirate. 

Fifth accused said he was a 
passenger on: the “Irene” and was 
eeeenane to Amoy ‘to find em- 


ent, 
mente accused stated that the only 
connection he had with the pirates 
was that he smoked two. pipes of 
oplum with one of them in the 
steward’ quarters, -- 

Seventn accused said that -he war 
given a chopper by the pirates in 
order to chop some strings. He 
was assured by the pirates that 
because he was a Cantonese he had 
nothing to fear,

SOME ANCIENT HISTORY. 
Tho restoration of Rothesay 
Castle, which has been commenc- 
ed by direction of the Marquis of 
Bute, is expected to occupy at 
least two years. It’ may be re- 
Membered that, about 380 years 
ago, the present Marquis’s father 
commenced to restore the ancient 
Banqueting Hall, but. this work, 
though well through, was inter- 
rupted by his death.’ The portion 
then restored was temporarily 
roofed over, and the restored 
building has been used for quite 
a number of public functions, the 
most notable being the banquet 
held on the occasion of the late 
King Edward’s Coronation. The 
present scheme deals ‘with the 
same portion of the Castle build. 
ings, ” eg he a 

Hothsy Castle was built in 
the eleventh century—some’.say 
By, Magnys.....Barefoot, ‘King of 
Norway,'when he tried to conquer 
the Western Isles, while others 


{maintain it was built by Scots to 


defend Bute against Norwegian 
attack. It was a favourite resort 
of the early Stuart Kings—es- 
pecially Robert II. and .Robert 
III, It was in Rothesay Castle 
in January, 1400, that Robert JII.| 
granted Rothesay its Royal Char- 
ter, and two years later he ‘creat- 
ed-his eldest .son Duke of Rothe- 
say—a title still held by the eld- 
est.son of the British Monarch. 
James IV. also resided, in-Rothe- 
say Castle; and was in the midst 
of enlarging it when his tragic 
death occurred at Flodden. This 
work was continued by James V., 
who was ‘the last Scottish, 
Monarch to reside there. :
